THE GREAT BENCH SHOW. 

A REVIEW OF THE WESTMINSTER EXHIBI- 
TION. 
Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, April 30.—The fifth annual 
bench show of the Westminster Kennel 
Club of New York took place at.the Ameri- 
can Institute Building April 26 and three fol- 
lowing days. The building could not have 
been better adapted tothe purpose. It is 
large, well-lighted, and well-ventilated, so 
that the doggy fragrance usual to these 
shows was conspicuously absent. There 
were actually 1,006 dogs entered, but there 
were forty-seven absentees, so that 959 was the 
real number of the dogs present, other fig- 
ures to the contrary notwithstanding. The 
quality of the animals exhibited was ofa 
high standing, and it may safely be said that 
never _before in this country were 
so few poor dogs exhibited’ The 
Westminster Kennel Club deserve well 
of their country for educating the people of 
New York and neighborhood up to a due 
appreciation of the difference between a 
thoroughbred and a mongrel cur. In some 
ot the classes was the quality so good that 
the judges had to summon all their powers 
of discrimination, and even have recourse to 
tape and rule. Mr. Hammond, who judged 
the pointer classes, somewhat failed in this 
particular, but he had such a very even lot to 
choose from that he may well be excused for 
one or two two slips from what to me seemed 
the right path.

CHURCH-PROPERTY. 


A Michigan Bill to Vest Roman-Catholic 
Chureh-Property in Lay Trustees — 
Reasons for the Measure. 

Special Correapondence of The Chicago Tribune, 

LANSING, Mich., April 30.—In the House, 
on Thursday, Representative James H. 
Campbell, ot Calhoun County, Chairman of 
the Committee on the Judiciary, reported 
favorably House Bill No. 399, entitled “A bill 
to repeal an act entitled ‘An act to authorize 
the Roman Catholic Bishops of Michigan, 
and their successors in office, to hold property 
in trust for the use of the Chureh approved 
March 27, 1867, being Sec. 3,124 of the Compiled 
Laws of 1871, and to provide for the vesting 
of such property in lay Trustees. 

Considering the fact that Mr. Campbell is a 
member of the Catholic Church, the reasons 
he gives why the bill was introduced, and 
why it should become a law, will be read 
with interest,—not to speak of the tongue- 
lashing he so pountifully deals out to the 
Rev. D. Callaert. The report presented by 
4 gp Campbell says: 

“1, The manner in which the lands of the 
Catholic Church in this State are now held, 
5 of Diocese of Detroit, is this: 

one of these lands, so far as I know, are 
held under the law of 1867, Sec. 3,124 of the 

Compiled Laws of 1871. They are held by the 

Bishop of Detroit in his own name, in abso- 

lute fee simple. All of the lands, including 

churches, schools, residences, cemeteries, 
are so held. Such holding is in direct viola- 
tion of the statutes of this State, Compiled 

Laws, Secs. 3,075, 3,077, which are as fellows: 
“*3075. No Bishop. Vicar, Rector, Par- 

son, Curate, Priest, Deacon, or other officer 

of any church, religious body, order, society, 
or association, no superior or other officer or 
member, male or female, of any religious 
order, ecclesiastical or lay, nor of any eccle- 
siastical,Jeducational, or charitable Institu- 
tion or establishment, shall, in consequence 
of such office or membership, or in the char- 
acter or capacity of such officer or member, 
have, possess, or exercise any power, capacity, 
or franchise of a corporation sole, so far as 
relates to the taking, holding, managing, 
selling, or transmitting property; and every 

ft, grant, devise, bequest, conveyance, or 

ease of any real estate, or any interest 
therein, or any use or benefit to arise there- 
from, or of money, or of other property, to 
be invested therein or to arise therefrom, 
hereafter made or attempted to be made, by 
deed, will, or otherwise, to any such officer 
vr member, by his or her name of office or 
membership, or in the charter of such officer 
or metuber, shall be utterly void to all in- 
tents and purposes; and no corporation for 
religious, ecclesiastical educational; or char- 
itable purposes shall be recognized as 
existing by the common law, the 
canon law, or by prescription, or 
in any other manner, except b 
express statute of this State: Provided, 
That this section shall in no way invalidate 
any right of er or right of action here- 
totore vested: And provided further, That 
this section is not intended as an implication 
or admission of any previous corporate ca- 
pacity incident to such official character or 
membership as herein above mentioned. 

3,077. No grant, conveyance, devise, or 
lease of any real estate dedicated or — 1 
priated to the purposes of religious worship, 
or for any religious or ecclesiastical pur- 
poses, or appearing to be intended to be man- 
aged or controll by any congregation or 
society, or any officer or officers thereof in his 
or their official capacity, shall hereafter vest 
any right, title, or interest in any person or 
persons to whomsuch grant, conveyance, 
devise, or lease may be made, unless 
the same shall be made to a corporation or- 
ganized under same statute of this State, or 
of the late Territory of Michigan, or under 
the provisions of this act. or some act here- 
after amending or altering the same. 

“The great body of the lands are held by 
the present Bishop under the will of the 
former Bishop, probated about 1869, in which 

ear his death occurred; and the other lands 

ave been conveyed to the present Bishop 
since. The dangers and injustice to the con- 
gregations are apparent. Their se- 
curity rests entirely in the integrity 
of the Bishop. Then there are other 
contingencies. The Bishop may die, 
failing 
to his successor. In such event could a re- 
trust be declared in favor of the con; 

gregations? It could not (see See. 4.120 
Compiled Laws). The lands would then de- 
scend to the Bishop’s heirs. If he did make 
a WIII in favor of his successor, it ought to be 
broken at the instance of the heirs. Again, 
the lands would be subjected to the demands 
of his individual creditors. In any of these 
contingencies, and others which might be 
wentioned, the lands would be entirely lost to 
the congregation.

Inspector 
Ronan, of the Dublin detective force, was 
dispatched with a fourth warrant to arrest 
him either at Kildare or Port-Arlington, 
thirty miles from Dublin.

quiring about Mr. Dillon’s whereabouts, but 
without response. No one for a moment:

‘There were frequent move- 
ments to applaud both performers, which 
were immediately suppressed by protests on 
the part of those who wished nothing to be 
lost. This interest’ was perfectly sustained 
up to the closing of the long conversation be- 
tween the two principal characters, but the 
subsequent episode, where Othello rushes 
upon Iago, did not appear to create so much 
sensation. Booth was apparently suffering 
from a slight weakness of voice. After the 
act was concluded there were enthusiastic 
calls before the curtain. The fourth act was 
well received, but passed without any very 
noteworthy incident. In the closing act the 
audience did not, as usual, cause an inter- 
ruption by shuffling about, preparing for de- 
parture, and when the curtain fell there was 
a great demonstration, extending to cheering 
and waving hats. There were separate calls 
before the curtain, then Othello, Tayo, and 
Desdemona came on together.

Panis, May 2.—The Marquis De La Val- 
lette is dead. 

Charles-Jean-Marie Felix, Marquis De La 
Vallette, was born at Senlis, France, Nov. 
25, 1800. After having completed acollegiate 
course, he entered the diplomatic service un- 
der Louis Phillipe, and becanie Secretary of 
the French Embassy at Stockholm in 1837; 
Consul-General in Alexandria, 1841;. and 
Minister to Hesse Cassel in 1846. He was re- 
called from the latter post in 1849. He again 
entered the diplomatic service as Minister to 
Turkey in 1851. He was recalled at his owa 
request in 1853, and In June of that year was 
raised to the dignity of French Senator. He 
returned to Constantinople in 1860, and in 1861 
succeeded the Duc de Gramont as the French 
representative at the Vatican. In 1865 he 
became French Minister of the Interior, and 
in 1866, during the absence ot M. de Moustier, 
performed the duties of Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, and drew up the celebrated circular 
of the French Government on the affairs of 
Germany, which foreshadowed the policy 
adoptea by France two years later. In 1868 
he gucceeded M. de Moustier, but retired in 
June of the following year in consequence of 
the liberal program promised by Napoleon 
III. In the July following he was sent as Am- 
bassador to the Courtof St. James,but resigned 
on the appointment of M. Ollivier as Chief 
ofthe French Cabinet and Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, both because he disliked 
Ollivier personally and because he thought 
his Administration too liberal. The de- 
ceased nobleman was, like most men of his 
class, willing to serve under any wonarch 
whom the French people would submit to, 
but utterly opposed to the Republic in every 
shape and form. He was afraid of the rule 
ot the people, and strenuously supported the 
pretensions of his order to superior intelli- 
gence and virtue. He had lived in retire- 
ment since 1870, because he was opposed to 
the forms of government which havé existed 
in France since that time,

PROCLAMATION OF THE L7TH OF APRIL 
To the Western Associated Press, 

BERLIN, May 2— Intelligence from St. 
Petersburg reports that the manifesto of the 
Nihilist Executive Committee, printed on 
the 17th of April, says: “ The verdict against 
the Nihilists who have just received martyrs’ 
crowns was dictated as well as confirmed by 
the Czar. The first act of his autocratic will 
thus has been the hanging of women with- 
out waiting for his coronation. He has 
sprinkled his throne with the blood of the 
champions of national right. Over the graves 
of our colleagues we publicly afiirm that we 
will continue our efforts for the liberation of 
the Russian people; we will be no more de- 
terred by the gallows than was Solovielf and 
other champions of the last reign. After 
even the 13th of March the Executive Com- 
mittee informed the Emperor that the only 
means of reverting to the path of peaceful 
development was by an appeal to the peo- 
ple. Judging by the execution, the supreme 
power has eleeted to appeal to the hangman. 
So be it. The Committee defers pronouncing 
any judgment on the general policy of the 
Emperor, but it declares that a reactionary 
policy will lead to consequences more disas- 
trousthan the event which took place in 
March.” The manifesto concludes by appeal 
ing to all who would shake off slavery to 
codperate in the struggle for liberty. 

THE LEFT-HANDED WIDOW OF THE CZAR. 

It is rumored that the Princess Dolgorouki 
isin very poor health, and that the tragedy 
of St. Petersburg has permanently broken 
her constitution. Physicians have advised 
her to make her residence at one of the bath- 
ing places in the South of France as soon as 
she is able to travel. 

ABDUL AZIZ. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, May 2.—Itis now pretty 
generally accepted that the reason of the 
Sultan’s zeal concerning the inquiry into the 
death of Abdul Aziz is that a serious con- 
spiracy was organizing against himself. In 
view of which he possibly thinks the ex- 
emplary punishment of the assasins will 
furnish a salutary example. The Sultan's 
two brothers, Eulam Mahmoud Pasha and 
Noury Pasha, who are under arrest, are sus- 
pected of having been deeply implicated in 
both cases. 

It will be remembered that the vast treasure 
which Abdul Aziz amassed mysteriously dis- 
appeared after his decease, and that the then 
Ministry gave out it had been used for 
war expenditures. ‘The present inquiry, 
however, @ends to show that 4 con- 
siderable part was appropriated by high 
officials and others connected with the 
palace. Noury and Mahmoud have begun to 
incriminate each other. Noury, forexample, 
accuses Mahmoud of having 

CAUSED A SLAVE TO BE DISEMBOWELED 
to discover whether she had swallowed a 
valuable diamond which was missing from 
the treasure. During the examination of 
Tahri Bey, Chamberlain to Abdul Aziz, who 
is accused of an active sharein the murder, 
although his victim had formerly conferred 
great benefits on him, the Sultan became 
very much excited, and declared he could 
hardly refrain from taking vengeance on 
him with his own hands. On hearing this 
the chief eunuch beat Tahri with his fists 
until the Sultan ordered him to desist.

How the Prince of Wales Made the 
Czar a Knight of the Garter. 
Londen Morning Post, Aprié 3. 

Monday, tne th of March (or, according to 
Russian style, the 16th), 1881, was the day ap- 
pointed for the investiture of the Emperor 
Alexander III. with the Most Noble Order of the 
Garter, the oldest and the most historical and 


illustrious of all the Orders of European chiv- 
airy. No less a personage than the Prince of 
Wales bimself bad beeu appointed as the 
head of a special mission to confer in the 
name of the Queen of Engiand this high 
honor upon the new Czar and RKuierof All tue 
Russias. Though the snow of winter still lay 
upon the ground, the sun shove bright an 
cheerfully, heiping in some measure to dispel 
the gloom which during tbe last furtnight has 
hung over the City of St. Petersburg. To- 
warda noow various members of the Imperial 
family arrived at the Annitchkoff Palace, where 
the ceremony vas to take place, and at 12:30 
o'clock exactly the personages compusing the 
Prince of Wales’ special mission commenced to 
form the procession of investiture in a lar 
apartment adjoining the throne room. Within 
the throne room itself the Emperor and the 
members of the Imperial family had already 
assembied. His Majesty, who was attired in the 
unitorm of a Russian general officer, but witb- 
out any decorations except the military Order 
of St. George, stood in front of the tarore. On 
the right were rauged the Grand Dukes, and on 
the left her Majesty the Empress, the Princess 
of Wales, the Grand Duchess Marie Paulovna, 
and the Duchess of Edinburg. Next to these 
personages Came the Lritish Ambassador, the 
Earl of Dufferin, K. P., G. C. M. G., K. C. B., and 
members of the British Embassy. At a given 
moment the foiding doors at the lower end of 
apartment were thrown open and the Prince of 
Wales, who wore the uniform of a British Field- 
Marsbal, accompanied by the Duke of Edin- 
burg, in that of a British Admiral, and pre- 
ceded by the Crown Prince of Germany and of 
Prussia, and the Grand Duke of Hesse and the 
other members of the mission, advanced towards 
the Emperor, bowing three times as they ap- 
proached his Majesty; Lieut.-Col. Stanley de 
Astel C. Clarke carrying the Star of the Order; 
Col. Christopher O. Teesdale, R. A., C. B., V. C., 
carrying the Collar of the Order; Lieut.-Gen 
Sir Dignton Probyn, K. C. 8. I. C. B., V. C., car- 
rying the Riband and Georwe; Maj.-Gen. Sir 
Jobn C. Cowell, K. C. B., carrying the Garter. 
Immediately behind followed Lord Suffield, K. 
C. B., Gen. Zinovieff, Count Apraxine, and 
Prince Bariatinsky, temporarily attached to the 
Prince of Wales. Lord Suffield and the 
persons bearing the insignia of the Or- 
der, r arraoged thomselves on 
one side 0 the throne room, near the 
Prince of Wales, his Lordship proceeded to hand 
to bis Royal Higoness the insignia of the Order. 
The Prince then advanced towards the Emperor 
and addressed bis Majesty in the following 
terms: 

“Sine AND I_uustrrous Brorner: I have 

beed especially commanded by the Queen, my 
august and beloved mother, to ask your Impe- 
rial Majesty to accept from ber this most nohie 
and eminent Order of the Garter. I congratu- 
late myself that I sbould have been de- 
puted as the Ambassador from the 
Court of England this occasion. 
The Queen, in sending me to present 
the Order to your Majesty, bas desired to give 
your Majesty a proof of the affection and es- 
tcem which her Majesty entertains for yourself 4 
and your Imperial house, and abe hopes that it 
will be all the more acceptable to your Majesty 
if | venture to recall to your Majesty's recollec- 
tion that this Order has been successively worn 
by your illustrious great uncle and grandfather 
as well as by your late deeply-iamented father. 
It now devolves upon me to ask you to follow 
me to proceed with the investiture.” 
His Majesty replied, expressing his gratitude 
at having the Order conferred upon him, which, 
he said, he would value as much as his predeces- 
sors had dune, and begged his Royal Highness to 
thank tne Queen from him, and concluded by 
intimating his great pleasure that so near a rela- 
tive shouid have been chosen to invest bim. 

Lord Suffield having Gelivered the garter to the 
Prince of Wales, bis Royal Highness, assisted by 
the Duke ot Ediuburg, proceeded to buckle it 
around bis Imperial Majesty's left leg. In the 
same manner the Blue Riband was placed over 
the Emperor's shoulder and the Star of the Or- 
degatftixed to nis left breast. The Collar of the 
Order was then presented by his Royal Highness 
to the Emperor, who banded it to Count Adler- 
berg, the Minister of the Court.

1 every 
professional gambier waa more or leas familiar 
with the game of “piquo,” but the ordinary 
frequenter of gaming-houses, the man who pro- 
duces weaith by manual or mental labor, and 
Who is in * breadwinner’”’ 
for knew nothing at 
all concerning it. There was every chance 
in the world to run the game dishoneatly, and 
this was ita chief point of difference from 
“keno” Almost every one is somewhat famil- 
iar with kendo.“ as it is substantially the harm- 
less fireside game of Lotto.“ It is so perfect- 
ed in gaming-houses, bowever, that cheating is 
ulmost eatirely out of the question,—at least 
such is the claim made by gamblers. In “ piquo” 
a deck of cards is substituted for the numbered 
balls which are drawn one by one trom the keno 
. and in accordance the player's cards 
are adorned with kings, Dr d spots, 
instead of numbers. In keno the numbers used 
ruu to ninety,. but as there are only fifty-two 
cards in the piquo desk, there are only eight 
spaces on the player's curd, while in keno there 
are three rows of five spaces cach. 

THE MANNER OF REGISTERING THE CARDS, 
whicb have been paid for by players, and whose 
money is in the J. ig also slightly different. 
Another poiut of difference is , while in 
“keno” the percentage is only 10 per cent, 
in Oa et the house takes 15 per cent of every 


pool. 
It win be seen that the same objections which 
hold good against Keno“ are more than good 
against“ piquo.” The deater in drawing tue 
cards from the box may call any card he pieases, 
and by having one or more players, wbo are 
„ pigeons for the house, he can by a kuowl- 
edge of the numbers of cards held by such 
“pigeons” refer to a table, which is always in 
full view ahd ascertain what number will fill out 
a row, and thus the entire pool, less the 
“pigeons” percentage, is converted into the 
treasury of the house.
